POLICE CORRUPTION,

A Meetlng of the Legislative Committer of
Inquiry s Heferonce to the Polloo Rill-
Tertimony of the Mayor, the Mayor's Olerk,
nod Uhlelf Kelly.

This moruing at 11 o'clock the Legislative
Committee appoloted 0 inguire whether cor-
rupt means had beén used o defeat the Motro-
politan Pollee bill met in Common Conneil
chamber, Three mombers of the committee
were present, Messrs, Bunn, Elllot, and Harlan,

Danlel M. Fox, Mayor, testified that he did
not Kuow that any meeting of the police lieu-
tenants had been held in reference to the Police
bill; did wot know of any nssessment belng mude
upon the members of the present police force;
did not think that there had beon, from the fuet
that no warranta hisd been lsaned this year; the
men had no money, and were in a very bad con-
dition, and were very much In want of funds;
he did not know that any powers of attorney
bad been made oul enabling other persone to
collect the money on warrants when they shonld
boe lstned, except what he had heard from

The witness aleo testified to the fact that an
aesessment had been made on the last Novomber
warrants for the purpose of paying the expenses
of the contested election. About 70 had
been collected by subseription, 1300 of which
had been pald for printing, and the remainder
bad been hoanded over to the lieutonants. 1t

Q. Do you know how much money has been
ralsed by snbseription or assessinent of the
police foree from Jan. 1, 1860, to Jan. 1, 18707

A. I have po ldea whatever, The monocy
nover passes through my hande. The usual
way I8 to pay it to the Heéutenants.

Chief Kelly was then called and testilied as
follows:—

I know of no fund baving been raised to de-
fent the bill; I have never talked to anybody in
refercnce to such a fund; never knew of any
meeting of police having been held for such o
purpose: subsequent to November, 1560, an
aesessment or rather a subscription was made to
help defray the éxpenses of the contested elec-
tion; the amount assesged on each officer was
#10; I cannot possibly tell what the total assess-
ments were for the year 1808; I have only been
sworn in sinee November; have no idea of the
amount; there have been no other assessments to
my knowledge but this for 'the contested elec-
tion, gince I have been in office; usuaily hear of
such things when Lhe{ are golng on,

Q. By Mr. Elllot, Is it utnal for you to re.
celve the money in swch cases?

A. No; the money Is usunlly pald to the lieu-
tenants.  About $80 has poassed throngh my
bands for such a purpose since [ have been in
oflice, and that is all; I know of no powers of
attorney being signed by officers to enable par-
ties to get the money on thelr warrants for the
purpose of defeating the police bill; I know of
some who have sold their warrants, but the
reason was that il wns necessary; some men
cannot livé a month er half o month without
their regular pay: I do kot know who advanced
the money on these powers of attorney: some
were made out in the name of Mr. Yerkes, a
broker on Third street; 1 never had any conver-
eation with Mr. Yerkes; the rate charged was
314 per cent.: this is not an unusual rate when
no warrants have been lssued; the men In this
ease gold the right to collect the wmoney before
they received the warrants; no warrants have
been issned this year; there has been no ap?n}-
priation; I have very little to do with the leu-
tenanta or the warrants.

(). How much money has been signed away
in advance in this manner ?

A. Probably about fifteen or twenty thousand
dollars; should suppose that some four hundred
men bave signed away: I have never received
money mysell from Mr. Yerkes; the usual pro-
ceeding where men wish to do this is for the
lieutenunts to get the power of attorney and
receive the money for the men; since I have been
eonuected with the force 1 have had nothing to
do with assessments except to the extent of £80;
it i8 a customary thing for the men to sign these
powers of attorney; it has not been customary
gince 1 have been In office, but 1 have heard
that it was the common way before that time; In
the case of the Jan, 1870, warrants, it was ne-
cesgary: the men were in want of money.

No more witnesses being present the commit-
tee ndjourned at half-past eleven 11 o'clock, to
meet again at the call of the Chalir. Previous to
adjournment steps were taken to insure the
attendance of licutenants of police aud other
witnesses at the next meeting.

Axxious TAx-rAvERS,—This morning an anx-
fous crowd of would-be tax-payers nssembled at
an early honr in front of theoffice of the Re-
celver of Taxes. The first applicant for the
honor of being a contributor to the Eowerﬂ that
be was an old lady wrapped In o thin woollen
shawl, who took hersiand upon the steps as
early s half-pnel 7. Bhe had a long and cold
wait. By 8 oclock the large steps of the oflice
were crowded with people shivering in the bit-
ter cold wind and walting. At 9 o'clock, when
the doors were first opened, the jam was some-
thing terrible. The crowd was so great az (o
seriously Interfere with the passengers on Ches-
nut etreet. If all people were as anxious to
pay their private debls ns these appear to be to
pay their taxes, how pleasant it would be for
all of us! Perhaps some legislation to thizs end
might be desirable. If the Government is able
to produce such a gpirit of anxlely among its
debtors, they can cerlainly do the swme for
private individuals and firms holding or repre-
sentdng 1 O U's,

Fver since the discovery of Amerioa Hatteras
const has proven the bane of seamen. Bhip.
wrecks nnJ disasters have been things of altnost
dally necurrence, and were the sea to give up
ite dead the fate of many who have vl
away, leaving nelther sign nor token behing
them, wuul(fbe unravelled at this particuinr

point. The Intest case of wreeking that has |

come to our notice is that ol the three-masted
schooner rigged vessel called the Raymond
Boarman, which was yesterday towed iuto this
port in a fit condition for the wood yard.

The Bearman id a new vessel, built In this
city, and hae as yet made but one complete trip,
ghe plying between this cliy and Cuba, Some
three weeks ago she londed with hoop and
shooks, and under the command of Captain
John Ii. MacBride, sat sall Tor Bagua Ia Grande.
All went well untll the Delaware capos were
parsed, when a strong gale sprang up, undey
which the vessol sped along at s speed almost
equal to that of & racehorse.  Nothl wns
thought of this nnr more than its aidiog in the
aocomplishment of a speedy voyage.

But soon MAolus began to wax wroth, and
what was but 4 gale begnn to assume the shape
of & storm, and by the tima the fateful coast of
Hatterns was reached It had assumed the shape
of a hurricane. To proceed wie impossible, o
return equally go; the eall st this minute would
be torn Into shreds the noext, and the bare ag-
tempt itself was almost worth the life of the
seatnen. There was but one thing left for the
now appalled wariners to do, and that was o
place their trust in Providence and await the
subsidence of the winds,

For threo long weary days the frall bargue
was tossed about like a shuttlocock; the whole
time the rain pouring down In torrents, the
scene made vivid and still more appalling by
the deafening thunderbolis of Leaven and the
lgntning's constant, flashing.

Boon the sterm began to tell with a report Hke
& cannon’'s shot. The foremast gave way, only
to be followed by the main and mizzon masts,
the former twisted oft elose to the eabin, the
Jatter about twenty leet from the deck. No ald
was needed to clenr the vessel of these timbers:
the storm kiog did the job.

As If to complete the work of destrunotion, the
waves, which had now been lashed into fury,
commenced pouring over the craft, and the ap-
parently drowned seamen were obliged to cling
to the ropes lest they be washed into the deep.
Boon all articles movable were swept away, and
at last the yawl boat shared the same fate, At
the end of the fifth day the crew manufactursd
a small square sall ont of an awning that had
covered some goods in the hold, and which was
the only I[;lm'e of canvas left on board,

With this they managed to creep up back of
the southern Chincotengue shoal, where, for
thirteen days, they beat helplessly about. Near
them a dismasted ship was drifting, but they
could not commuunicate with her crew. On Sat-
urday the steamer America was signalled. She
came (o the ald of the Bearman, and towed her
to this port. .

Sentovs Bursing Case.—Late on Batnrday
night last a little girl, aged about twelve years,
o nlece of Mr. Morris, grocer, at the northwest
corner of Tenth and Shi pen streets, was seri-
ously burned by her clothes taking fire from o
gas-burner in the dining-room of the house, She
wias alone In the room ot the time, and her
sereams were of such a plercing character as to
arouse the whole neighborhood. Fairly en-
veloped in flames,'she doarted into the store
where Mr. Morris was settling up the business
of the dn(, and that gentleman, after conside-
rable difficnlty, extinguished the flames, seri-
ouely bnmln{: his hands in the operation.

The poor litle sufferer was immediately con-
veyed to the dining-room, and a physleian liv-
ing on Tenth street, within a square and a half
of the scene of the accident, was summoned in
haste to relieve the sufferer., A gentleman
})resunt bore the message from the grief-stricken

amlily to the physician, and after ng!ng vigor-

ously for some time at the doctor’s bell, that
hwmane gentleman poked his head out of the
window above, heard of the pitinble condition
of the child, and excused himself from visiting
it on the plea of “Indisposition.” The child, at
this time, was writhing In agony, and every
moment of pain scemed an eternity to it and to
those who had Lo endure the sight of her tor-
tures without the means at hand for her relief,
The gentleman expostulated with the medical
humanitarian, but all to no purpose, for go he
would not, and the gentleman was compelled to
seek elsewlicre for assistance.

Fortunately, In the immediale nelghborhood
of where the benevolent physician resides, Dr.
Samuel W. Hunter, No. 801 B. Tenth street—a
man of true Christian tnstinets, and o true phy-
siclan—also lives, and to him the gentleman ad-
dresged himself. In a few minutes, although
the Doctor had retired for the night, he was at
the side of the poor little sufferer, and all that
medieal skill could suggest was done to relieve
her of agony she endured. 8o much
time, however, had been cousumed in the appli-
catlon to the first physician that the family
despatched another messenger for Poctor Dun-
can Willlamson, No. 610 South Tenth street,
who with commendable alacrity proceeded to
the scene of the accident, and manifested the
utmost interest in the case.

For the sake of onr common humanity, and
for the credit of the medical Prufeaslou gene-
rally, we hope such evidences of hoggishness on
the part of physicians, as we have thomght It
our duty Lo degcribe, are rare In our city. We
have always been taught to boligye that the true
physiclan is always ready, in season and out of
season, to exercise his skill for the relief of his
fellow man, but this ease forms o striking ex-
ception to the rule, and should be taken cogni-
r.;mcc of by the practitioners generally of our
elty,
